We have your letter of the 25th inst. 
file P.A.-3 with reference to transportation of 
children to and from Indian residential schools. 


Sub-section 3 of Section 9 of the 
Indian Act reads in part as follows: 


"The Superintendent General (Minister) ma, 
provide for the transport of Indian 
children, etc..." 


You will note thet payment of such expenses is not 
compulsory. 


The general practice for many years is 
thet principals of residential schools and Indian 
Agents ere expected to encourage psrents to bring 
the children to the school and to return them to 
their homes without cost either to the Department 
or the school management. 


However, in cases where the above 
mentioned act'on is not practicable, we are pre- 
pared to consider making an allowance towards the 
travelling expenses. However, in such cases 
principals are expected to advise the Indian Agent 
whet emount they consider ould be required to 
cover travelling expenses end the Agent in turn 
ap lies to the Department. We can then decide 
the amount that we can al low. 


We are only allowed « limited emount 
for the transportation of pupils to and from 
residential schools and consequently we try to 
deal fairly with all schools by keeping the 
expenditure to the lowest possible point. 
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You will note in the circular letter 
issued this week regerding Christmas holideys 
that the Department is not assuming eny of 
the travelling expenses of the pupils.

In the case of those 
going home, it is also expected that both 
the Principal of the school end the Indian 
Superintendent will encourage the parents 
to show sufficient interest in their children 
to arrange for their transportation home and 
also their transportation back to the school 
in September, without cost to the Depertment.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 30th ultimo, in regard to attributing the grant of the 
Beaver River Day School towards increasing the number of boarders 
at the Roman Catholic Boarding School at Onion Lake. 

Pursuant to the Department's letter of the 16th October, 1895, 
NO, 132895, the Estimates for 1897-98 did not provide for a day 
School but contained a sum for increasing the number of boarders 
at Onion Lake instead. The parties concerned were not however, in- 
formed of this fact,and the day school was kept open up to the end 
of last fiscal year, and the gran was presumably paid by the De- 
partment. In making this year's Estimates the increased number 
of boarders at Onion Lake was not provided for in the beliof that 
the School would not be able to receive more than 40 pupils, but I 
was under the impression till the receipt of your letter that pro- 
vision had been made for the Chippewyan Day School. This is un- 
fortunate, and something requires to be done, and with this end in 
view, I would recommend that the appropriation for the Day School 
at Meadow Lake, which has also been closed for the yea be applied 
to the maintenance of additional boarders taken from th: Chippewyan 
indians in the Onion Lake Boarding School,

on my return yesterday from visiting the distant re- 
serves with Inspector Chisholm, 1 found that Mrs. Dr. 
Matheson had quarantined the R. C. Mission for diph- 
theria, and had wired the department reporting the 
outbreak and asking for antitoxine. 

It appears that on the 12th. instant 
Dr. Matheson'’s services were called by a settler named 
Huntly, who lives with his family on his farm abutting 
be south boundary of the reserve, and there, she re- 
ports, she found a case of diphtheria, and on the 13th 
quarantined the place. On the 14th. she visited the 
Indian houses in the neighbourhood but found no sym- 
ptoms of the disease. On her return home that evening 
she found that one of the settlers, who had two child- 
ren at the R. ©. Boarding School, wanted her to go to 
the school, as tne of his children had died and the 
other one was sick. On going to the school, she re- 
ports, she found two cases of diphtheria which she 
treated, and the next day quarantined the whole Mis- 
sion. On be 17th. the Rev: Principal wired to Dr. 
Amos of Lloydminster "Diphtheria reported in our 
school can you come” and Dr. Amos arrived the follow- 
ing evening. On the 16th, I returned to the agency 
with the Inspector, and, on hearing of the reported 
outbreak, was disappointed to find that Dr. Mat heson 


had not communicated with Mr. Turner, agency clerk, 


whom 
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whom I had left in charge and who is perfectly capable 
of attending to agency work. 

Dr. Amos remained here until this mom- 
ing, when he returned to Lloydminster, taking with him 
swab specimens from the throats of the patients, which 
he will send to be examined by the Provincial Govern- 
ment bacteriologist. 

T would point out that the Rev: Prin- 
cipal wired to Dr. Amos without consulting with the 
agency, at the same time I must remind you that Dr. 
Amos is the physician who has medical charge of the 
school. 

With regard to the afflicted children- 
I may say that Dr. Amos does not think that the dis- 
ease is diphtheria, | therefore thoucht it better to 
wire the department to-day ss follows.

I have te report that on the 20th. instant 
I received a letter from the R. C. Boarding School at 
this agency, informing me that Agnes and Marie Peche, 
pupils Nos.094 and 096 respectively, paid on ticket 
No.64 ef Chipewyan band Ne.149, were very sick, and 
asking when the docter was expected te pay a visit. 

As the quarterly medical visit by Dr. Hill was due I 
wrote telling him of the school children's sickness and 
asking him te arrange his visit at as early a date as 
possible. However, on 22nd: instant, before allowing 
time for a reply to my letter from Dr. Hill, I received 
another letter from the school, stating that the siste? 
there were becoming alarmed at the illness of the two 
children and asking me to telegraph for Dr. Hill, which 
I did. 

In answer to my telegram Dr. Hill arrived on 
the evening of yesterday the 23rd. instant, and left 
again for Lloydminster this morning. He pronounced the 
eldest girl, Agnes, to be suffering from heart trouble, 
and the youngest one to be in rather an advanced stage 
ef tuberculosis. He prescribed treatment for each of 
the children, which, in the case of the tubercular one, 
included iselatien frem the other children.

@ very serious view of these telegrams. I know what your 
opinion will be. As for the question regarding conduits, 
the contention is perfectly absurd. Flexible conduite are 
used in thousands of buildings in this city and elsewhere. 
If rigid conduits were placed in the Anglican School, it was 
only because the contractor wished to use them. The 
specifications for the two schools were exactly the sane, 
and there is no danger whatever in the use of flexible 
conduits.

We also authorized that 
the 26 h. pe engine, which was installed in the small 
detached building and used for fire protection purposes, 
be traded for a 20 h. pe gasoline engine, to be placed in 
the new structure adjoining the engine room of the main 
building, and that a lean-to be erected adjoining the 
engine room in the main building, in which to place this 
engine. The Agent was suthorized to expend the sum of 
$450 for the above purposes. The Department understands 
that this work is being carried out. 


with reference to the water supply system for 
the Thunderchild School at Delmas, the Department is in 
receipt of a report regarding the obtaining of water from 
the spring and piping same to the school. The matter will 
receive consideration. I would point out that the sum of 
approximately $6,500 was expended last year in drilling 
a well and installing water tanks in the basement of the 
echool building. it will coset approximately $10,000 to 
install the system from the spring.

Dear Sir:- 

We have been very disappointed by 
your letter of the 19th Oct. Being convinced that we 
were authorized to take thirty boarders, not only did 
we admit such a number, but so as to more fully meet 
the wishes of the Department, and remedy to a want 
felt by all those who are interested, we moreover have 
admitted ten boarders for whom we receive no grant. 
Our object was to give to the larger number of our In- 
dian children in the same degree the benefit of an un- 
broken course of instructions 

You are aware that children attend 
ing the Day School and returning to their homes in the 
evening, do not, or nearly 80, profit by the School, 
for the reason that the children do not attend the 
greatest part of the year owing to their fickleness 
aad the carelessness of parents. To remedy this incon- 
venience, we have taken upon ourselves to admit ten 
children above the number allowed, relying upon the 
fact that we were authorized to take thirty boarders, 

You can see how we are fixed. We 
receive the grant for only 25, and have 15 more which 


we

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we receive no grant. We do not forget that we receive 


rations for the latter and $1.00. ahead a month, tut 


this is as nothing compared to the expenses for their 
clothing, and food, especially when we are obliged to 
erect an expensive and comfortable building for these 
children. If we had reséourses upon which we could 
rely’ but such is not the case. We must absolutely re- 
ly on the Department's grant and in a locality remote 
from large centres where we must pay high rates for 
everything in the way of food or clothing for the chil 
dren. You can see the trouble we are in. 

I leave it to your spirit of jus- 
tice to see the means to remedy this awkward situation 
which has been brought upon us by some kind of a mis- 
apprehension. However I beg the Department to consider 
our request to have a larger amount of children as 
earners of the grant. Considering the number of chil- 
dren of School age, the distance between here and large 
towns where everything costs less, we ask anew an in- 
crease of the grant for ten children above the 25 we 
are already allowed as boarders. It must not be for= 
gotten that 50 children of school age could be had 
here. We have built a house which can offer comfort 
and accomodation for such a number. I request you, 
dear Sir, to strongly urge the justice of this demand 


upon 
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upon the Department of which you are one of the more 
appreciated Officers. 

We are well desposed to do every- 
thing in our power to tidy the Department in reaching 
the gaol it looks for in the matter of the education 
of the Indian children; we appreciate to their true 
values the sacrifices made by the Government in grder 
to solve the problem of the education and civilization 
of the Indians, and I take this opportunity to thank 
him, whoever he is, for the grant which has been allow 
ed us for the 25 boarders of our school; but consider= 
ing the urgency of giving to a large number of those 
children who are of school age, the benefit of a solid 
training, and also that our financial restourses are 
insufficient to do more than we are doing at present, 
we beg the Department to do justice to our demand.

This house, 35 ' by 45 ' three stor 
fies, begun in November 1894 was terminated in November 


1895. Today there are forty children residing in the

We see that the Department goes to

and we cannot but praise it for the ane, at the ¢:1.3 
time we beg the Department to consider that it is im- 
possible for us to answer to its desire in giving to 
the children all the necessary comfort and adequate 
room if we are obliged to clothe, feed and shelter 
them out of the grant received from the Government. 

We therefore pray the Government to 
aid us in defraying the expenses we have gone to in 
this building. We beg that the number of the children 
we keep as boarders without the grant usually allowed 
them as such, be considered. 

We beg the Department also to con 
sider that, conaideAing the promise received of a grant 
for 30 pupils when ultimately the grant was only for 
25, we have been induced to take a larger number of 
pupils. This disappointment has put us to great finan- 
cial embarrasment, specially for having to pay the cost 
of- house, expensive, it is true, but at the same time 


necessary and occupied exclusive’ by Indian children.

The Church of Englend has 4 boarding school

Some time ago the Principal of the Onion Lake R. C. 
Boarding School asked the Department to reimburse him for 
his expense in connection with building proper foundations 
and digging 4 large cellar under the school. Both the Agent 
and the Principal have stated that the work was absolutely 
necessary and, although we had turned down the initial 
request, you suggested that we have the vouchers sent in to 
the Department, with a view to paying part of the amount 
involved.

I have the honour to enclose herewith a lette 
received from Rev. J.A-Therien, principal of the Onion Lake 
R.C. Boarding School, in which he aske me to make a rec 
ation to the Department for an appropriation of about $200.00 
for the purpose of building a new chimney at the school. 


A new and larger chimney is absolutely 
necessary at this school. One of the old chimneys,a small 
one, only 8" square inside, which rested on a bracket in the 
kitchen and which was fed by six stoves, caught fire a few 
weeks ago and for a short time it was feared that the whole 
building would take fire; as it was some of the interior 
woodwork was badly scorched. 


Father Therien and I have gone into this 
matter with Mr. G.T.Hunterp builder, of Onion Lake,who re- 
commended Father Therien to build a chimney with a inside 
measurement of 17%x214" and 40' high, and also to have the 
small one built up from the basement, and the bracket in the 
kitchen done away with. 


The large chimney would relieve the present 
congestion in the small chimneys, of which there are five in 
the main building and would edd greatly to the safety of 
the buildings. 


I do not think the cost will be quite as much 
as Father Therien has asked for. The following is my 
estimate i:-

Desiring to comply with the wishes of the Indian Department and 
to co-operate with it in its endeavour to promote the interest of 
education among the Indians,1I take the liberty to draw your attention 
to the fact that here in this Onion Lake‘ sAgency, notwi thstanding the 
efforts of both the Agent and missionnartes, the problem of educating 
the Indian Children is still in abevance. 

Due to the lank of accommodation in our boarding school many children 
are therefrom deprived of the benefit of adequate education. 
And,we,the Roman Catholic missionnaries feel it all the more,that most 
of the Indians under the management of this agency belong to our Church, 
Here at (inion Lake out of forty or forty-five Indian families, thirty 
ix belong to our church. 
frog Lake,out of twenty-five,more or less,fifteen are Roman Catholics 
t Kiyewin,or Long Lake, every family,twenty-five more or less, belongs 
our Chureh,the sane for Cold Lake Reserve. 
much so,that the Boarding School under the managenent of the Church * 
and,must get its pupils from the other surrounding agencies, 
uke or Thunderchild. So that most of the problem rest on our- 
nd we are well aware that we cannot cope with it under the 


circunstances. 


Volume 6324, file 659-5, part 2) 
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ore, we have fifty-five children in our boarding school and 


owing to lack of room, we cannot take more,so that there are many 
children who should be in the school and who are not. 
True,there are two day schools in operation in this agrency,at Long Lake 
and Cold Lake. But,you are well aware, that notwithstanding the efforts 
made to have them effectives,it is utterly impossible owing to the 
inability of the parents to send: their children regularly: to school. 
The consequences are that many children do not receive the proper 
education such as the department and the missionnaries alike,would like 
to give them. 
Under the circumstances I think that steps should be taken to remedy 
the situation,the only way,is to have a larger school.Up to now, 
the Indians were satisfied with the way the education was given to 
their children, but for a certain time they show a great deal more of 
interest in the education of their children and desire to put their 
children in the boarding school when to our sorrow we have to refure 
the admission of the children from lack of room, 
As an exemple of this new tendancy,I may say that hitherto it was 
almost impossible to get children from Long Lake Reserve,and now we 
have twenty-one who belong to that reserve; and more could he taken 
had we the room to accommodate them.So,according to the missionnaries 
and those who are interested 1n the education’ of the Indian,a larger 
school should be built,and built as soon as possible. 
A building that could accommodate one hundred children,the number of 
children belonging to the reserve under the management of this agency 
rrants this number. Had we the place right now, we could get easily 
this number, 
It is out of. question to put an addition te our old building. This 
hould be discarded altogether and a new one built in an up-to-date 
fashion,so that we may have all the accommodations required by ‘the 


{ Department. 
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Youvare well aware,Sir,that we have the steff,well trained and well 
qualified to do the work,all that we need,is a larger building, built w 
in this agency to accommodate all the children who could be taken in, 
right now,if we had the mean to do so.We, the missionnaries of the 
Roman Catholic Church,are anxious that the department find its way 
through to comply with our demand as;@ said already,most of the 
children belong to our church,and we consider it as one of our most 
sacred duty to lay the matter before the proper authority expecting 

a favourable answer as soon as possible.

Principal o 6 Indian Residential School, 
with the apprébats6n of Very Reverend Father Blan- 
chin, 0.M. Ovincial, has forwarded to me in 
order to be Micluded in the estimates a request for 
the recons ction of the R.C. Indian Residential 
School at Onion Lake. The reasons set forth for 
such request are the following: 


The School is too small for the mumber 
of children that could receive accommodation. The 
Principal has requestd for nearly 100 children and 
can receive only €0. Moreover, the School is 
deprived of all confogrt and improvements required 
by the Department, fo put it in the words of the 
Principal: " We still have to use camp stoves, coal 
oil lamps and carry water in barrels. The School 
is rather in an inferior position.” 


Moreover, the agent, after thoroughly 
visiting the School, told Reverend Father Thérien, 
that a request for immediate construction should be 
made, as in his opinion the School is the most 
backward in accommodation that exists in the Western 
Provinces. The Agent also noticed that part of 
the School is far from being solid and in fact may 
be a source of danger for the children. 


Perhaps you would require a more fully 
detailed report from the Agent, but I am positive 
that this report would simply give greater strength 
to the present request. ‘Therefore, if possible, 
kindly consider the sdvisability of constructima 
new RC.

All mechanics, labourers, or other persons who perform labour in 
the construction of the work hereby contracted for, shall be paid 
such wages as are generally accepted as current from time to time 
during the continuance of the contract for competent workmen in the 
district in which the work is being performed for the character or 
class of work in which they are respectively engaged, 4nd if there 
be no current rates in such district, then fair and reasonable rates, 
and shall work such hours as are customary in the trade in the district 
where the work is carried on, or if there be no custom of the trade 
as respects hours in the district, then fair and reasonable hours, 
unless for the protection of life and property, or for other cause 
shown to the satisfaction of the Minister of Labour, longer hours of 
service are roquired. The Minister of Labour may at any time and from 
time to time determine for the purposes of this contract, what are 
the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages, and the current 
or fair and reasonable hours, and may from time to time rescind, 
revoke, amend or vary any such decision, provided that his determination 
and any amendment or variation shall not be operative prior to the 
period of three months immediately preceding tho date thereof. Where 
there are special circumstances which in the judgment of the Minister 
of Labour wake it expedient that he should do so, he may, in the manner 
and subject to the provisions hereinabove set forth, decide what are 
the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and 
what is the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages 
and hours, Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the 
Minister of Labour hereunder the contractor shall adjust the wages and 
hours and classification of work so as to give effect to such decision. 
In case the contractor shall fail so to do, or to pay to any employee 
or employees for any services performed or for any hours of labour, 
wages according to the rates fixed therefor by the Minister of Labour, 
the Minister of Labour may authorize and direct the Minister to pay any 
such wages at the rates so fixed and to deduct the amount thereof from 
any moneys owing by the Government to the contractor and any such pay- 
ment shall for 411 purposes as between the contractor and the Govern- 
ment be deemed and taken to be payment to the contractor, and the 
contractor shall be bound in every particular by any such authority, 
direction and payment as aforesaid. The powers of the Minister of 
Labour hereunder shall not be exercised as to any employee or employees 
where it is established to his satisfaction that an agreement in writing 
exists and is in effect between the contractor and the class of employ~ 
ees to which such employee or employees belong or the authorized repre- 
sentatives of such clase of employees fixing rates of wages, overtime 
conditions and houre of labour.

Il am sending you as requested in your letter one blue print 
copy of a sketch plan for our school,and I may say,that if the plan is 
entirely carried out,the building will be a credit to the Department 
and to the architect. 
4s to the interior of the building,very few suggestions are needed beR 
side those previously made and which haye been acted upon in the dra- 
wing of the sketch which at the present?am returning to you. 

However you will find attached to this sheet a list containing old sug- 

gestions and some new ones. 

I beg to submit that on the Ground and first floor, @oors be put up at 

hoth ends of the corridors at the place I have marked. I consider this 

suggestion very important as its adoption will, in a freat rensure, do 

away with many inconveniences complained against in such institutions 

as our. It will go a long way in dulling the noise which some time is 

almost unbearable and establish a same and very desirable privacy hetween 

the visitors} the staffs and the children. Perwit me, Sir, te lay stress 

on that point and draw your attention to it. 

Furthermore I beg to call your attention to the fact that in the Roys 
ford Yon Girls Dorwitories there is no provisions for Toilet and guardian's rooms, 

We consider that these accommodations are as much needed thees there aw 

as they are for the other aorwitories provided with such utilities. 

The boys and the girls, sleeping there, will need as much watching,if not 

wore,than those oceupying the second floorsdorwitories. So for the sake 

of morality and greater efficiency,allow me ,dearS Sir, to insist on 

that point. 

Im order to give the Bey's dorwitory on the first floor its full capa- 

city,I take the liberty to suggest that the bed room adjacent to the 

dormitory be converted into a toilet room. As for the girl's, I realy 

@o not see how it could be done as there is no space around vacant. 

You will rewark that the corrider on the first floor give a free 
and easy aceess to the two dormitories, se that it would be easy for 
the boys and the girls to arrange secret meetings. This corridor should 
be shut up by doors to preclude such eventualities. 

A Sun room is very desirable in such institutions,and I expect to get 
one. But where to locate it ? Of course it ought to face the south and 
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and as our building will be facing the south,how will it doe to build 
twe sum rooms one each side of the front balcony, provide/of course 
these two rooms do not in any way disparage the outlook of the building. 
I leave to your artistic sense the solution of this problem, 

I have shown this plan to my Superior and to the Iné@ian Agent ,and 
both ef them are greatly elogious in their appreciations. 
But beth of them also concur with me in the idea that it is too bad that 
the building be not a little larger,that is: instead of being 140 feet 
long,it is met 155, Then it willbe nearer as possible to perfection, 
As it is mow it will be almost impossible to accommodate more than 85 
er 90 children in the dormitories. 
However I suppese you have your instructions and have to carry ther out, 
Any way,if that last suggestion ceuld be acted upon the Department would 
have built a sheol that could be considered as a mode] in that line.

In the last interview I had the honor to 
have with you in company of Father Guy, you gave me to 
understand that the Department intends to build a Resi- 
dential school at Onion lake in the course of the next 
summer. 

Assuming that such would be the case,I take the 
liberty to humbly submit to your consideration the sdvi- 
sibility of erecting a school large enough to accomodate 
120 children or more. I think that I am not asking too 
much and I believe that the following facts warrant my 
demand. 

The Onion lake reserve is in the center of a lar- 
ge district extending seventy miles to the west and eigh- 
ty miles to the east. In that district there are many 
Indian Reserves such as Long lake, Frog lake, and Onion 
lake in the @@st and the Little and Big Iland lakes, 
Thunder Child, Meadow lake,Water Hen, Jack Fish lake 
Sweet Grass, Poundmaker,little Pine and Eagle Hills in 
the east. 

In these Reserves there are only three Residentials 
schools..Two of these schools are under the managementof 
the Catholic church, one at Delmas and the other at Onion 
lake,the other being under the care of the Church of En- 
giand. It is therefore obvious that unless the buildings 
be of a faily large size they would not meet the requi- 
rements of the situation. 

In these Reserves a very large percentage of the 
Indians belong to the Catholic Church and we the missio- 
naries who attend to their spiritual welfare are utterly 
satisfied that unless our two schools can accomodate each 
I20 children or morg, a certain number each year would be 
deprived of the benifits derived from the Residentials 
schools. 

I may state also that the Indian agent, Mr. Tur- 
ner and Doctor Hill share my contention in thié matter. 
It is imperative that the matter be given immediate at- 
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A tention as the plan such as it is, renders any addition 


to the building in the future impossible. 
Further more I would say that the building of a Resi- 
pot dential school at Cold lake would*in any way change the 
situation as the Cre@éwill not send their children in a 
school where the majority of the children is Chipweyan. 
Our experience bears me out in this contention. — 
Hoping that my request will receive a favorable answer,

them after the walls were built I would suggest that the place be 
prepared for them while the other excavating is being done,and would 
be done far cheaper now than to leave it till after the basement 
walls were in place. if it is your wish that the above mentioned 
work be done I would ask you to wire me to that affect as the Cont- 
ractors are working in that locality doing their excavating. 

Regarding the water system and the Sewage disposal plant I 
would be pleased to receive your instructions as soon as possible 
so that the nessessary arrangements can be attended to. 

Up to the present I have not received the Plans and Speci- 
fications, but as soon as I receive them I will look them over and 
any other information I may require I will take the matter up with 
you.

Za As Procurator for the Oblate Fathers, I have been 
v¥si 


ting the R.C.Mission on the Onion Lake Reserve.And while 
here for the past three weeks, I had the occasion of seeing 
several times the new Shool now under construction. 

Your Inspector for the works must have reported that 
this construction is progressing very slowly. Indeed the 
Contractor has lost a month, if not two mont's of very favor- 
able weather during which he could have rushed the outside 
work, if he had employed a sufficient number of men, or paid 
the ordinary wages. The fact is that at the present only 
the boards have been put on the main part of the roof, and 
so far no pitch or gravel has been laid on dame in order to 
have the inside of the building dry and fit to work inside. 
Even to-day very few men are on the job, and not very com- 
petent at that. I think something has té be done to compel 
the Contractor to move a little faster,if tt is expected 
that the building will be ready for occupation in the spring. 

Moreover it seems as if the Contractor is trying to 
evade many details of the Specifications and cuttail the work, 
Fortunately the Inspector, Mr.Hamilton,a capable man,is con- 
Stantly on the job and on the look out; in fact he scarcely 
dares to absent himself. 

It appears even that the Contractor, wanting to 
pass over the head of the Inspector, claims to command in- 
fluence with some Officials at Ottawa. So it might be ad- 
visable to follow up more closely. 

I thought it my duty, Dear Sir, to call your at- 
tention to this matter, for the better interests of the 
Department, and for the sake of the School building itself 
which we are to occupy and manage.

Detailed estimtes have been obtained by 
Mre We Ae Hamilton, inspector of the new Onion Lake School, for the 
construction of a water supply and sewerage system in accordance 
with a brief specification prepared by him. One tender only has 
been furnished the Department, that is from the contractors for the 
building, Messrs. Brown and Hudson, amounting to $12,591.00, which 
price is considered by both the Inspector and myself to be unreasonable, 
It is suggested by the contractors that the work be carried out on 
& cost plus percentage basis, which course I do not recommend under 
the present circumstances, 


It is not expected that this building will 

be ready for occupation before the spring, and in view of the advanced 
season I would strongly recommend that the Dominion Water Power Branch 
of Calgary be requested to prepare the necessary plans and specific tons 
and obtain tenders for all work in connection with the above mentioned 
Systems. I have Slready the assurance of their head office that they 
will cmsent to undertake this work at once, owing to the fact that they 
re not pressed with work of this kind at the present time. 


I would suggest that alternative pricesbe 
obtained, that is « price for the execution of the work as soon as 
the tender is awarded, and one for ite performance as soon as weather 
Conditions permit next spring.

Your letter dated Oct.2lst. has been forwarded to mee In reply 
if the Church Authorities could understand the difficulties of doing 
work in almost continued wet weather they would probably make no 
complaint. 


For your information, material had to be conveyed thirty miles. 
On several occasions roads were impassable two weeks at a time and the 
men could only get in two to three days a week owing to rain. You can 
see for yourself the difficulties in making progress under these 
conditions. However the building outside is finished and the plumbing 
contractor informs me he can turn on heat as soon as he gets a water g¢ 
Supply. If there is no delay on the latter account good progress can 
now be made. 


It is also reported to me you have a letter from P.T-Roberts to 
withhold his claim for lumber. The above firm was paid in accordance ¥ 
with their contract but their material was off-grede to 40% which 
had to be replaced. Balance of Four or Five Hundred Dollars is coming 
to them when adjustments are made and is available fot them any time.

He states that arrangements can be made 
immediately for an inspection of the site so as to get a 
general idea of winter conditions and he asks to be 
advised by wire if such is desired. Will you kindly 
advise me whether this inspection should be made now 
as he suggests, or if it would be better to wait until 
conditions of travel are more normal. 


At the time the Commissioner wrote the 
road north from Lloydminster to Onion Lake, a distance 
of about forty miles, was blocked with snow but it is 
probable that this has now been reopened.

I hereby take the liberty of writing you asking to have the 
following matters takenup with the parties in charge of that branch of 
the work. 

There are a number of changes and extras referred to your Dep- 
artment for consideration in connection with the Roman Catholic Resid- 
ential School here, and which if any of them are to be carried out it 
would be nessessary to have your instructions so that the work could be 
done while the tradesmen are at the job, as the prices were quoted on 
that understanding. 

The items which I refer to are as follows, and as for the price 
and details of same you will find on file. 

The Rain Water Tank to receive the water from the roof,and the 
way it is now there is no place for the water to go but in the basement 

The Sewer from the boiler room which will be nessessary to take 
care of the overflow from the rainwater tank and also to take the water 
from the heating boilers when same are being cleaned out which should 
have been done before this,but there is no place for the water to go 
but into the basement which would not do as it would be impossible to 
keep a certain amount of the water from soaking in around the footings 
which would be injurious and might cause a settlement of the building 
at that point. 

The Principal and Sisters are very anxious to have wood floors 
in the dining rooms. recreation rooms. kitchen and serving rooms. 

The Screen Windows are specified as half screens and they ask 
for full screens as the top part of the window requires to be opened 
about as often as the bottom,and in that case it would make the half 
screens not of much effect. 

They also ask for partitions at each end of the corridors on 
ground and first floors to seperate the class rooms and dormitories 
from the executive and staff quarters with a door in each partition. 

In the specifications it does not call for paper under metal 
roof or ceilings which have a tendency of making the top floors very 
hot in summer and cold in winter, and the principal asks for one ply 
of paper and a ply of thin lumber between the shiplap and metal ceil- 
ings which come directly under the roofs in top floors and the chapel 
also the one story parts. 

There are some changes asked for in the plumbing but the price 
for same I considered was too high and asked the contractor to recons- 
ider it but up to the present time I have not received his decision. 

You will greatly oblige by having the above looked into and 
for particulars you will find on file # I15-8-1 and let me know by

I hereby submit the following report as Inspector of Const- 
ruction at the Roman Catholic Indian Residential School here, 

The first two days of the month was very cold,registering 
54 below zero on sunday and 42 below monday,then turning milder on 
tuesday and sontinued so till the I2th then turning colder with no 
change up to the present time. 

The plastering is well advanced,the second floor is finis- 
hed plastering,the first floor is completed with the exception of 
the two dormitories which is not quite in shape for the finish coat 
the chapel is ready for the carpenters to put the finish on, the 
ground floor is receiving the finish coat of plaster where the first 
coat is in shape to receive it,the basement has not been first coat~ 
ed yet but they expect to start the begining of the week. 

There are no cement floors put in yet,the electrical contr- 
actor is well advanced with their work also the plumbing and heating 
contractor. 

Since the mild weather set in the carpenters have been ere- 
cting the front verandah and which is well advanced. 

At the present time there are six carpenters,$wo plasterers 
and a helper,one metal worker,one electrician,one plumber and helper 
four laborers,one truck driver and the general foreman. 

Although the contractors are away behind the time that they 
were supposed to have the building completed they are going ahead as 
fast as they can at the present time under the circumstances. 

The Sister Superior in charge of the mission school here 
made a request to the department some time ago for an extension to 
the verandah at the east end of the school, the request being turned 
€own they fave taken the matter up with the contractors who gave an 
estimate on the work, so they have asked the contractor to proceed 
with the work and for which they are paying for themselves and which 
is hoped will meet with your approval.

It appears that about noon the girl's dor 
mitory was seen to be full of smoke, and on the Sisters 
investigating this, one of the beds was discovered to be 

on fire. Tne only wey the Sisters can account for this 
fire is that, perhaps, a spark hed flown from the stove to 
the bed earlier in the morning when the fire was lighted; 
and then when the bed had been made up, had been covered 
up, and had gmouldered and later broken out in flame. The 
bed found afire was not far from the stove. This smell 
fire was completely put out and I do not think can have any 
connection with the mailione. It is possible that one, or 
more, of the school boys could have sneaked up into the 
attic where the fire broke out, and perhaps heve emoked 
there, but I cannot find that any did so. I do not think 
the fire can have originated from a spark from the chimney, 
Which, although an old one, appeared sound. Most of the 
best clothing belonging to the institution was kept in tne

Dear Sirs 

I hereby wish to submit the following report on the prog- 
ress made by the contractors in connection with the erection of the 
Roman Catholic Indian Residential School here. 

The work has been progressing fairly well lately, the car- 
penterwork at the second floor rooms is completed with the excepti- 
on of the window stops which have just arrived from the factory,the 
painter has the floors oiled first coat and other woodwork stained 
and one coat of varnish, the ceilings are completed. 

The first floor carpenterwork is completed with the excep- 
tion of the window stops.the hanging of the sun room sash and the 
steps from corridor and toilet rooms to dormitories.the painter has 
dormitory floors oiled and other room floors first coated,the other 
woodwork is stained and first coat of varnish on,the ceilings are 
nearing completion. 

The ground floor carpenterwork is well advanced,the floor- 
ing is in place with the exception of the corridors,all the room 
floors are finished and first coated,the other woodwork is mostly 
in place and stained,the chapel woodwork is about completed and st- 
ained,the gallery rail has not arrived yet,the ceiling is about co- 
mpleted painting. 

The basement work is not as far advanced as the other part 
of the building,the cement floor.is being put in,the finish coat is 
placed in one of the recreation rooms.both toilet and bath rooms. 
kitchen.bakery.two store rooms and corridors,the toilet and bath 
room partitions are in place in the girls side. there 1s 1 a 
‘ ey i ine id 8 in the machinery room.boiler room. fuel 
room.laundry room and pupils dining room, other rooms are ready to 
receive the finish coat,the cement base work is well advanced, the 
majority of the woodwork is to be done yet in the basement, 

There is considerable carpenterwork to be done on the ou- 
tside,and about two thirds of the painting to be done which cannot 
be done till the weather turns warmer,there is also some cement 

ork and plastering to be done on the outside which cannot be done 
till the frost is out of the walls. 

The plumbing fixtures are being put in place and at the 
present time are all in place on ground.first and second floors, & 
heating radiators are put in their permanent positions on above 
floors.

Allow me to refer you to a letter I wrote to you last 


yearconcerning the advisibility of providing a house for the Principal 
of our Residential School at Onion Lake. 

To the reasons brought forth in my previous letter in favor of this 
préject,4+ will take the liberty to add some others which I consider 
worthy of your attention. 


The Principal should have a residence of his 


own,on the ground that being a missionary in charge of the Indians on 
the Reserve ,his activities therfore are not exclusively limited to 
the administration of the school, but also to the spiritual welfare of 
the Indians of the Reserve on which the school is located. This fact 
necessitates on his part almost daily relations with the Indians in 
matters out of his concern as Principal. 


This situation emerging from this double mi- 


nistry is inherent to the syatem in vogue in every school built on ewe- 
ry Reserve. In thev+ndian Reserves where the school is erected,and it 
is the case for utmost of the Residential schools,If I am well infor- 
med the situatton is the same for the clergymen of every denomination. 
Besides being the Principal of the shool the clergyman is more-over in 
charge of the spiritual care of the Indians. 


As I said this double charge imposes up6On the 
thing to do with the govern of the school. 
at in such a situation the Principal“6 
is own in order to attend to Matters quite 

Principal. It would certainly do away bwith 
and render his position more Sypitable tohis 


liing as minister of the Gospel. 


Further more I will take this opportunity to

I hereby wish to submit the following report on the progress 
made by the contractors in the construction of the Roman Catholic In- 
dian Residential School nere. 

The interior woodwork is nearing completion,the first and 
second floors are practically complete with the exception of the wash 
tables in the dormitories and some touching up on the walls and floors 
the finish coat of varnish is on the woodwork and floors. 

The ground floor woodwork is about completed,the finish coat 
of varnish is on the centre part of the building also the chapel. the 
basement woodwork is nearing completion and the painters are well ad- 
vanced with their work. 

There is no cement floor put in the machinery room as the 
work cannot be done till the foundation for the electris light plant 
is put in. the laundry machinery is not set up yet and the shafting 
is not in place awaiting the location of the engine. 

There is considerable work to be done at the outside of the 
building.the cement walls are all to be plastered from the grade line 
up to the top of the wall. the outside painting is held up on account 
of' the unfavorable weather conditions,some parts of the building have 
not even received the priming coat. 

The plumbing work is nearing completion and the heating sys- 
tem is well advanced, the sub-contractor on heating claims that it is 
impossible to wash out the boilers and give them the proper test till 
the sewer and water system is installed. 

Mr Hudson.of the firm of Brown and Hudson who handled the 
work here left the job on april 7th leaving one carpenter on the job 
to finish the work. at the present time there are three painters.two 
plumbing and heating men and one carpenter at work. 

Mr R H Goodchild,the engineer from the Dominion Water Power 
Board of Calgary visited the site on march 30th and took the levels 
and whatever other information he required in connection with the wa- 
ter and sewage system for the school and left for calgary on march 3I 
st, and I am in hopes that something will be done immediately, espec- 
ially with the sewer for it will be serious if the sewer work is not 
done before the spring rains come,

of 6" soil pipe and 2 bends from the sub contractor on plumbing to co- 
nnect to the outaes a the building from the rainwater down pipes and 
which will take care of any water from the roof of the school & when 
the rainwater tank is put in the above mentioned soil pipe can be used 
to carry the rain water to the tank. as the location of the school is 
lower than some of the surrounding land there is bound to be some water 
lay around the pbuilding till the drains are laid and the earth is pro- 
perly graded up to the walls, some parts of it being left low to take 
ease of the earth to be taken from the excavation of the storage and 
rainwater tanks. 

Hoping that the above explaination will be satisfactory to 
you and that you may sanction the liberty I took in procuring the soil 
pipe mentioned above without first receiving your authority, but my 
reason for sodoing was that I was afraid of a heavy rain which might

ENERAL 

The new Onion Lake R.C.School, now nearing 
completion, is situated about thirty miles north and five 
miles west of the Town of Lloydminster, Sask., on the Onion 
Lake Reserve, some eight miles north of the North Saskatchewan 
river. 

It is a frame building, designed to accommodate 
80 pupils, and when completed will have a value of approximately 
$80,000. 

fhe builder's contract does not call for a water 
supply nor sewage disposal system and it is the purpose of this 
report to outline such systems and to estimate the cost of the 
completed works. 

As intimated, the School has been designed to 


accommodate eighty pupils, and it is therefore considered 
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desirable to design a plant capable of serving one hundred 
persons. 


WATER SUPPLY 


SYSTEM. 
Water Hequirements for domestic purposes. 


The amount of water required per day on a basis 
of 40 U.S.gallons per capita per day will be 
40 x 100 = 4,000 U.S.gals. per day. 
It is considered that a supply of 30 


minute will supply the maximum demand. 


Water Requirements for Hire Protection Purposes. 


On account of the value of this building, its 
purpose, and its construction a very adequate system of 
fire protection should be installed. 

To successfully cope with a fire in the building 
it is considered that et least four streams of about eighty 
gallons per minute each at 4 pressure of not less than 
playing simultaneously would be necessary, and that it should 
be possible to maintain this flow for an hour. 

It is considered that if the fire could not be 


conquered in one hour that the building could not be saved. 
Water Requirements for Laune 


It is proposed to conserve the rain water from 
the roof by means of a concrete tank fed from the roof drain 
and to use this rainwater in laundry. ‘he amount of 
water required will be large and the tank has been designed 


accordingly. 
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For domestic and fire fighting purposes the only 
possible supply is a small spring situated in a draw about 
four hundred feet south of the School. This spring has a flow 
of about fifteen gallons per minute. 

The water is clear and cold and not too hard for 
ordinary washing purposes. 

A lake about half a mile in diameter lies about 
three hundred yards from the School to the South west, but 
on account of its low elevation and distance the cost of 
using this lake as a source of water for 
purposes would be prohibitive. 

The cost of the pumping plant necessary would 


be nearly seven thousand dollars. 
Proposed Works Water Supply System. 


Domestic Supply. 

As the flow of the spring is so small and, as it 
is the only sure supply of usable water for all purposes, it 
is considered necessary to construct a sizable well or tank 
at the spring from which well to pump to a reservoir at the 
School. 

This well will be of reinforced concrete and will 
measure - at the bottom 16'x10", and it will be 12' deepe A 
manhole will be placed in the top and over the north end of 
this structure, a pumphouse 8'x13' and 8* high will be erected 
to house the pumping machinery necessary to raise the 
to the upper reservoir. 


fhe details of construction are shown on the 
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plans, and the details of all machinery are shown in the 
estimates appended hereto. This building is to be provided 
with a stove for winter use. The upper reservoir will also 

be of reinforced concrete construction, and it will be located 
12" east of the building, opposite the engine room. 

From this reservoir, by means of a small pump 
electrically driven, water will be pumped to two pressure 
tanks = placed in series - situated inside the building and 
this plant will have an automatic control, which will keep the 
pressure between 20 and 40 lbs. at all times. 

These pressure tanks will b oupled to the plumb- 
ing system already installed. 


The combined capacity of these two tanks is about 


1700 U.S.gals. 


FIRE PROTECTION SYSTEM. 


To adequately protect the building from fire an 
independent pumping plant will have to be installed and coupled 
to the standpipe system, already in place. 

It is, as has been stated, considered desirable to 
have at least four effective fire streams available 
simultaneously, each throwing a stream of about 80 gals. per 
minute. 

In order to ensure safe operation of the pumping 
plant required, it will be necessary to house it outside the 
School building, and it is proposed to erect the necessary 
pumphouse just south of the upper reservoir from which the 
supply will be drawn. 

The plant recommended will have a capacity of 356 


U.S.gals. per minute and to maintain this flow for an hour, 
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supply of 356 x 60 or 20,160 U.S.gals. will be required. 

The tank designed by the writer has a capacity of 
21,500 U.S.galse 

It may be added that the actual supply for fight- 
ing a fire will be augmented by the amount which the pump at 
the spring can deliver to the reservoir in one hour,i.e. about 
2,500 U.S.gals. making a total of 24,000 U.S.gals. available 
for immediate use. 

It is also proposed to couple the pressure tanks 
to the stand-pipe sy nm, and so make the contents of these 
tanks available for instant use to quench an incipient blaze 
and so preventing loss of time pending the starting of the 
outside plant. 

As a further safeguard, it is recommended that three 
soda and acid fire extinguishers be placed, one in the boiler 

engine room, one in the leundry and one in the kitchen, as 

these are the three places in which fire is most likely to break 


out, and the number suggested might well be doubled. 


RAINWATER SYSTEM 

To conserve the rainwater from the roof and to 
create a supply which would carry over the dry season it is 
ysroposed to construct a reinforced concrete tank reservoir, ol 
the same design and size as the well at the spring. 

This tank will have to be set 5' below the surface to 
prevent freezing during the cold weather. The roof drain will, 
of course, drain directly into this tank and the overflow from 

will flow into the sewer from the boiler room. 


The equipment to serve the laundry from this tank will 
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consist of a small pumping plant, electrically operated, so 
designed that the turning of a faucet will automatically 
start the motor and pump, causing an almost instantaneous 
flow. 


It is considered that the system outlined above 


will meet all the requirements and it is recommended that 


it be adopted.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM, 


Onion Lake indian (R.C.) School. 


This school is situated on high ground which 
slopes rapidly away from the School on three sides, and 
the design of a suitable sewage dispo system is there- 
fore comparatively simple. 

Plans and profiles of the proposed works 
together with estimates of cost accompany this report. 

To the west of the School the land slopes to 
a short but steep draw and it is considered that this 
draw presents an excellent site for the sewage disposal 
bed and the system is designed with that point in view. 

This School when completed will house some 
100 persons, and the plant has been so designed as to 


care for that number of persons. 


GENERAL DESIGN. 

As shown on the general plan the 2 sewers from 
the school come together at the upper side of the disposal 
beds at a point 350' from the school. 

the sewage from the toilets,baths,etc., passes 
through a septic tank, some 160° west of the School before 


being passed out to the disposal bed. 


Pipe Lines. 


The piping proposed for the sewer lines is 6* 
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glazed tile and that for the disposal bed 4" open tile 
drain pipe. 
SEPTIC TANK. 

The septic tank proposed is made up of two 
chambers,the settling chamber or septic tank proper and 
the syphon chamber. to render the structure as nearly 
permanent as possible it is of reinforced concrete through- 
out. 

the affluent enters the septic tank a 
below the surface in order to prevent disturbance 
scum. 

¥rom the septic tank the sewage flows first 
through a set of grids, placed so as to intercept any 
sizable solid, and then over the dividing wall between 
the two chambers; two baffle boards are carried below the 
surface thus preventing undue disturbance. 

Two three inch Anthes syphons designed to 
operate under an 18" head take care of the effluent from 
the chamber and deliver it to the discharge pipe. 

It is estimated that this syphon chamber will 


carry about 450 imperial gallons before discharging. 


DISPOSAL RED. 
A manhole is proposed at the end ie two 
sewers where they lie side by side in the same trench, and 


ifis proposed 
from each side of this manhole, to lay a line 
tile drain to a distance of 30 feet. 


These branches will be so located as to have 
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deep 
good fall. Lt is proposed to lay this pipe on a 5' , trench, 
1 


° 
eaving the trench open. 

From this upper line of drain it is proposed 
to open up four straight trenches running obliquely down 
the slope for a distance of 50 ft. and to lay 4" open tile 
drain in these trenches. It is proposed to leave these 
trenches also open. 

All the points of these tile drains will be 
covered with gravel to protect them from debris,etc. 

The advantage in leaving these drains open 
is that when they become no longer serviceable they may be 


easily filled in and new ones opened up. 


MANHOLES. 

One manhole only will be required and this 
will be small and inexpensive. 

It will be of concrete and will be provided 


with a cast iron cover. 


It is recommended that the system outlined above be adopted 


as being the most suitable.

Towers on small contracts of this nature and very highly 
recommends him for a job of this kind, We have no knowledge 
of the experience or suitability of Messrs. Brown and 
Hudson for this work; neither do we know whether they are 
still on the ground and in a position to submit a bid. 


Two blue-prints of the alternative scheme are 
also enclosed; likewise a further blue-print of the detailed 
plan of the water supply and sewerage systems, showing an 
amendment in the pumping plant et the well.

The painting is going very slow owing to a dispute between 
the general contractor and the sub-contractor re the painting contr- 
act and at the present time the sub-contractor is in winnipeg trying 
to arrange a settlement. 

Mr Hudson arrived here from winnipeg may the 3rd & brought 
a plasterer and cement worker to have some work done over which was 
unsatisfactory. 

The plans of base for the electric lighting plant arrived 
and I am having the excavations made and the concrete put in. the 
plant is expected in Lloydminster any day now and have made arrange- 
ments to have it hauled to the school. 

The staff of the Roman Catholic Mission have moved in to 
part of the building as they have a lot of work to do which cannot 
be attended to as their temporary quarters are so far away from here 

I am doing all that is possible to have the contract compl- 
eted and from what I cansee there is only about ten days work to do 
to complete the work if the contractor would see that the sub-contr- 
actors got their work cleaned up. 

The electrician is here installing the fixtures which will 
be completed early next week providing there is no delay in the arr- 
ival of the ballance of the material. 

There has been no word lately in referance to the sewer and 
water system and the mission folks are very anxious to know what is 
being done,so if you could give any information re the above it would 
be greatly appreciated.

I need the money bad and must 
set it at once if at all possible. My wife is in the 
hospital and I am financially sunk unless I get this.

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Under the circumstances, it would appear to be the 
only choice we have. 


With reference to the rain-water tank, it now de- 
velops that the original intention was to place this tank on 
the east side of the building (not on the west as laid out by 
the writer) and, in accordance with this idea, both the supply 
pipe from the roof drain and an overflow pipe (the latter con- 
nected under the boiler room floor with the boiler room sewer) 
to handle the overflow from this tank, were carried through 
the foundation and now project some four feet on the east side 
of the north wing of the building, some 6' underground.

I wired you today to the effect that it is very de- 
sirable to extend the sewage disposal system a distance of 
one hundred and fifty feet, so that the disposal beds will be 
at "the foot of the slope." 


Mr. Towers agree with me that this should be done 
and you may remember--or Mr. Jennings will, I think, that the 
layout originally proposed by me called for such @ location 
for the disposal beds. 


I may say that Mr. Towers, as soon as he saw the 
proposed location, expressed the opinion that the system would 
work far better at the bottom of the steep Slope, at a place 
where the fall is comparatively gentle, and e writer has al- 
ways felt that this was 80. 


In order that this work may be done without delay I 
wired you setting Monday morning as a time limit, as Mr. Towers 
will be ready to begin the wrk at this point at that time. 


I discussed the question with Mr. Hamilton, the Su- 
perintendent of Construction, and he expressed the opinion that 
one hundred dollars was a very reasonable figure for the extra 
work; i.e., 150" of trench (covered) and 150° 4" weeping tile 
drain pipe. 


With reference to the grades of the sewer lines, it 
has been found necessary to alter them very materially due to 
the fact that the information supplied previously to the writer 
was not corrects; and there are no plans in existence which show 
the elevations of piping, sewer outlets, etc., avcordihg to Mr.

He feels that under the circumstances it is not 
reasonable to expect him to carry the insurance, and as 
there is only $10,000 under the two policies remaining in 
force, the position would appear to be unsatisfactory unless 
the Government immediately takes care of the matter, 


we are enclosing Lost Policy vouchers, and would ask 
that these be signed and returned to us as quickly as 
possible and as soon, at least, as the matter is disposed 
of. 


The position at the present time is that we have re- 
funded the premium to Brown and Hudson for these cancell- 
ations.

Sir, 


I wired you on the 14th instant in regard to some 
proposed changes which are required in connection with the 
work of the water supply and sewage disposal system at the 
Onion Lake Catholic Indian Residential Sehool, 


Mr. John Towers, the contractor, made a special 
visit to Calgary on the 14th instant, as he was ereatly 
worried when he found the conditions which existed in connect- 
ion with the outlet elevation for the rain-water system. 

As I pointed out to you in my wire, the contractor for the 
building placed the outlet for the rainwater System some 
3.1 lower than the sewage outlet pipe. It is therefore im- 
possible to connect the two systems. The solution of the 
problem was outlined to you in my telegram and this method 
of deeling with the overflow from the roof will be more 
clearly brought to your attention by & perusal of the attached 
blue=print, whereon we have shown the proposed changes. Mr. 
Towers, who realized the importance of taking some immediate 
action in order to safeguard the department's interests, at 
once instructed his foreman to widen the trench of the 3" 
Service water supply line so that the overflow from the rain« 
water reservoir could be taken to a suitable outlet near the 
Spring and the line carried in the same trench. It is con« 
sidered that a 4" vitrified tile pipe some 500' in length 
will be required and in order to save expense and not hold 
up the contractor, instructions have been issued for this 
work to be undertaken. It is hoped that our action in this 
regard, which appeared to us to be the only alternative in 

& very unsatisfactory situation, will meet with the support 
of the Indian Department. 


Mr. Towers advised us that on July 5th last they 
experienced an exceptionally heavy rainfall lasting over 
four hourse-in fact, practically a cloud-burst. This down- 
pour flooded the boiler=house and caused 4 great deal of in«~ 
convenience generally. Fortunately, however, by getting his 
men to work late that night, he was able to relieve the sit- 
uation by cutting a hole through the wall of the boiler-house 
and connecting with the sewer line, which had already been 
constructed. He also reported that the roof of the building 
caused considerable trouble and inconvenience due to leakage. 


We are advised that it is the intention of the In- 
dian Department to install e smell steam heater and tank in 
the boilerehouse to be used in connection with the laundry. 
This has not yet been installed and we should be glad to he 
informed as to whether it is still the intention to install 
this plant, as there is no method at present by which the 
soft water from the rain-water tank can be heated. It could, 
however, be connected with such a heating plant and thereby 
render a double service,

Some time ago I requested a supply of tools 
and material for the maintainance of the buildings water and 
lighting plants, which wae allowed, but the amount of money made 
available for that purpose was insuffiehent, a further sum of 
about forty eight dollars being required to complete the 
purchase.

In connection with this matter of tools, may I quote 
from a letter now at hand from a member of our staff who will 
have among other duties, the repair of all boots and shoes of 
the staff and student body---"A complete set of shoe repaiz 
tools, including a foot power sewing machine, lasts, Etc., 
recently purchased by the Gov't. for a returned soldier at a 
cost of $198.00, is now for sale in Edmonton for $125.00. The 
outfit is good and servicable in every way, and is what is 
needed at the school for the maintainance of the footweare" 

May I ask that you consider our needs in this, an 
expensive item for us, and consider our application for this, 
or a similar outfit, that our cobbler may keep in tapair, the 
good supply of shoes we have provided for the students here, as 
well as providing us with the means of teaching interested 
students something of this trade.

The 
articles now asked for are extra valves, unions, packing 
and welding compound. As will be seen from his letter, 
the Reverend Principal is also asking for a complete 
set of shoe repair tools. 


I nave also been requested to ask the Department 
to supply strong iron screensfor the windows in both 
the boys' and girls' recreation rooms, and also a screen 
door for each of these rooms. I estimate that this work 
will cost, approximately, $80.00. The iron screens for 
the windows were spoken of at the time of Mr.Ferrier's 
visit to the school.

Calling to your attention the matters discussed 
by Mr. Ferrier at the time of his inepection of the R. 0. 
Residential School here, I take the liberty of enumerating 
them in what to us seems the order of their importance, 
although their proper order is hard to determine, as we 
consider the following additions to the establishment all 
nescessery. 

Formost possibly in importance, is the talked 
of storage quarters for the food supply. We have nothing 
in the way of frost-proof storage for the vegetables Etc. 
which form an important pert of our food. 

An outside root cellar is possible to construct 
quickly, but is not accessible during cold weather, and 
the scheme outlined by Mr. Ferrier seems to be the logical 
solution of this important feature, consequently, we aek 
for ite construction. 

The matter of the cement floors seems next in 
importance, not only as a matter of econemy to the Dep't. 
by making the floors give much longer service, or the very 
considerable difference in the amount of labor required to 
keep them in the condition nescessary to a clean house, 
but the matter of the health of the entire student body 
may easily be affected by dusty, crumbly cement floors 
during the long winter months when so much time must be 
Spent by all the occupants indoors. 

We as¥, therefor, that this matter be given 
due consideration. 

Next, the water supply to the stable. This, I 
will submit, is a reasonable addition to the water supply 
which the Dep't. is installing at the present time. 

The stable contains a water trough for the stock, 
and the pipes extend outside of the stable walls, so that 
the trench from the main building to the stable, with the 
connecting pipe line is all that is required to complete 
the inetallation. 

If this request is granted, might I request that 
arrangments be made as soon as possible, as the contractor 
inetalling the water system here at the present time is in 
a position to complete the line to the barn probably quicker 
and cheaper than if another man has to bring in his outfit 


just for this job.

With respect to the frost-proof storage for 
vegetables etc. I believe an excavatioh could be made adjoining 
the stores quarters in the basement at this school and a 
room built in the excavation made entirely of concrete and 
fitted with bins etc.for the sum of approximately $525.00. 

With respect to the painting of the concrete 
floors,I nave obtained a tender from Mr.G.Blower.a painter 
in this neighbourhood,for this work. Mr.Blower to supply the 
material and do the work for the sum of $279.50. 

With respect to the water supply to the barn, 
I have already received authority from the Department to 
proceed with this work.

ou may also have iron sereens placed in the recreation 
rooms at an approximate cost of ¥80. If the Reverend 
Principal needs a shoe repair outfit, it should be 
purchased from the per capita grant or other receipts. 


I have also your second letter of the same 
Gate, enclosing a communication from the Rev. Principal, 
concerning the cold storage beside the laundry door on 
the south side. There are no funds available for this 
improvement at the esent time; but a note has been 
taken for next year's estimates. 


I note that you have secured a price for 
painting the concrete floors. I may say that the build- 
ing specifications call for one coat of an approved 
brand of concrete hardener. Please let me know if this 
was applied. You should also inform me if an additional 
coat of hardener is required before the floor is painted. 
I may add that the ordinary paint is not at all suitable 
for eoncrete and that an approved concrete paint only 
should be used. When you have determined just what is 
required, you might let me have a further estimate of 
the cost. If you report that one coat of hardener was 
not applied, 1% will be necessary for me to take the 
matter up with the contractors.

The excavation for paets of this building wes 

deep, and filled in again. This filled dirt has 
settled, leaving portions of the floor unsupported underneath, 

and the boilers are endangered as well.

This sewer repair, if left to the devices of an 
unscrupulous plumber, might be made after a fashinn by simply 
joining the ends of the broken pipe together with an additional 
length, thus forcing the sewerage out through its proper 
outlet, but forming a sump in the sunken pipe which would 
be a constant source of trouble d expense, as well as a 
menace to the health of all occupants of the building.This 
sort of a repair, even under the adverse conditions prevailing 
here, could possibly be made for $100.00, while the job of 
putting it back in the position specified by your architect 
would undoubtedly cost several times that.

The above details show all the work dene to date. 


A considerable amount of rock has been encountered 
and,es has been already emphasized, circumstances and conting- 
encies have arisen which have caused changes in design and 
arrangement and layout and these have somewhat delayed operations. 


On the whole, however, excellent prorcress has been 
made, and the scheol authorities are hichly pleased with the 
progress made and the obvious quality of the work done. 


Another month will soe the job practically completed 
barring accidents or any serious and unforeseen obstacles to 
the preper completion of the work. 


Recommendations. 


1. The writer is of the opinion that the water in the 
rain-water tank should be made available for use in case of fire 
or for the domestic uses of the school. This can be done very 
simply by placing a connecting pipe - say 4" ~- in the wall be- 
tween the two tanks, at the bottom of the rain-water tank. 


This should, of course, havé a valve, spindle, and 
whee] to control the flow, the latter carried up through the 
roof of the tank into the pumphouse. 


2. The writer is alse of the opinion that means (a valve, 
Spindle and whee], the latier properly braced) of draining the 
pool abeve the dam at the spring should be made available, se 
that work inside the tank may be possible, if such be at any 
time necessary. 


Be A third recommenéation is that the centractor be autherized 
to extend the deep 10' section of the dam to a distance of 25! 
from the tank, instead of 15' as on place, in ofder to permit the 
dam te rest on solid clay bottem at the lower side of the peol.

on the strength of that information and waiting a couple of weeks 
T yroceded to Onion Lake Sept Ist. I found on arrival that there 
had been practically nothing done by them since I had visited the 
school July 8th. 

The sub-contractors were trying to make arrangements with 
men in the locality to do the work but up to the present time they 
have failed to get any one to do the work. 

They told me in their letter that they took the matter up 
with Mr Gurney Orr when he was in Kenora and he Suggested that I 
issue the final estimate and hold what I considered was enough to 
cover the work which is incomplete,but seeing that at the present 
it is s0 hard to get action from them now it woulda be moreso if th- 
ey received what was coming to them except the amount covering the 
work to be done. but if you wish it done that way I will make arr- 
angements to have the estimate issued. 

They wrote me about trying to have it arranged to cancel 
the insurance on the building and under the circumstances I should 
judge that as the mission have occupied the school that Brown and 
Hudson should be relieved of carrying the insurance,and I would ask 
your opinion re same. 

They are also asking for an extra of $5250.00 as they cl- 
aim that when they figured on the school they understood that it 
was to be erected in Onion Lake alongside of the old one. and in 
my opinion I consider if that was the case it should be the other 
way as the old school is over six miles further away from the rai- 
lway than where it is now located,and they told me that they were 
given to understand that the distance from the railway to the sch- 
001 was 35 miles and I took the trouble to get the milage registe- 
red on the truck they hauled their material with which gave it a 
little less than 30 miles to the present site and over 36 miles to 
where the old school was located,so if there was any adjustment to 
be made it would be in favor of the Department of Indian Affairs 
instead of to Brown and Hudson. 

There were several items I wished to take up with Dr Scott 
when he was in Regina and asked Mr W M Graham to arrange for an in- 
terview and he promised he would when Mr Scott was here but for some 
reason he never phoned to let me know but perhaps they were too bu- 
isy while they were here. 

I am figuring out some adjustments of several changes in

Herewith I beg to hand you August estimate for 
Onion Lake School, together with particulars for extras for 
July estimate and also for August. 


With regard to the matter of payments to the con- 
tractor, I wish to point out that only one cheque (i.e. for 
$1,776.70) had been received by Mr. Towers up to this morn- 
ing, and he informed me that unless he very soon received a 
substantial sum he would be obliged to close down the work. 


Further comment on my part is unnecessary. 


Regarding the matter of extra valves and stems for 
tanks as per our telegrams I wish to say that prices of $25.00 
each were based on 3* valves, not 4® and 6® as per your wire 
of today’s date, 


It is considered that a 3" valve at the dam at spring 
is amply sufficient and as the depth of the soft water tank 
is 4 feet less than that of the main reservoir @ valve of 3", 
or at most, 4", is large enough at this point. 


Were the two reservoirs of the same depth, the cape 
acity of the valve orifice would need to more closely approxi- 
mate the capacity of the pump. 


The contractor has a 3" valve and Spindle on the job, 
and has left a hole in the dam to take it if it is decided to 
place it, 


The writer would urge that he be so instructed, as 
it is his opinion and also that of Mr. Toweré', that a 3" valve 
is amply sufficient at that point and it can be done for $25.00.

Report on the Installation of the Water Supply and 
Sewage Disposal Systems at Onion Lake (R. C.) 
Residential School - 


General Remarks: - 


The installation above referred to is now complete 
and the plant installed is in good condition and in operation. 


The contractor, mr. Towers, had the pumps put into 
operation for inspection purposes and the writer found them 
to work smoothly and efficiently. 


The construction work and the installation of the 
machinery has been done in a workmanlike manner, it has a 
good @ppearance and, in the writer’s opinion, with proper 
handling and care, will give excellent satisfaction and be 
as permanent as such things can bee 


Works at Springs-_ 


The works here can do, and are doing, the work re- 
quired efficiently and well; and the water supply is more 
than sufficient to supply the demands of an institution sev- 
eral times larger than the one which it is intended to serve. 


Upper Tanks and Pumphouses~ 


The changes in design have all been carried out, 
and everything in connection with these works is in good order. 


The pump was operated, the fire hose was connected 
and a stream thrown over the school building, demonstrating the 
value and importance of this addition to the fire fighting equip- 
ment. 


Recommendations: - 


In connection with the equipment of the 25 H.P. engine, 
a very serious omission was made. This engine is so cumbersome 
and the fly-wheels so heavy, that it is quite impossible for one 
man to start the engine and, as it is now equipped, it takes two 
strong men from twenty minutes to one half hour or more to start 
the engines 


An air starter must be installed here; otherwise, the 
plant for fire fighting purposes would be quite useless. 


The writer is informed that such an apparatus, suitable 
for the starting of this engine, can be purchased for approxi- 
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mately one hundred and fifty dollars; that it can be very 
easily installed and connected, and that it is capable of 
starting this engine in thirty seconds oF 80. 


It will be obvious that this is a very necessary 
equipment. It is suggested that this starter be purchased 
from the Fairbanks-Morse people and installed under their 
supervision, as this is considered the only safe and satis- 
factory way of having this installation done, since mr. 
Towers will not be here when it arrives. 


As a further protection of a valuable barn and 
outbuildings, and to enable the west side of the school 
building to be reached in case of fire, it is recommended 
that another three hundred (300*) feet of 24° fire hose, 
with couplings, be sent to the school. It is considered 
that this protection is necessarye 


In the matter of additional protection against 
fire inside the school building and barn and pumphouses, it 
is urged and recommended that fourteen (14) more soda«acid 
fire extinguishers be purchased for placement in the corri- 
dors in the main building and in the barn and in each pump- 
housée 


For the quenching of an incipient blaze, these 
apparatuses are handy, efficient and inexpensive, and their 
presence here might easily save the school from destruction 
or check a fire until the fire hose could be brought into 
playe 


With the improvements as suggested, the writer 
is of the opinion that the fire protection afforded would 
be as complete as it can reasonably be madeée 


Water Supply in Buildings- 


The pressure tanks, small typhoon pump, motor with 
automatic control, as well as the automatic supply for soft 
water, are all connected up, in working order, and in operation. 
The systems are in operation and are efficient. 


fhe writer saw the Diaphragm Regulator in operation, 
also the automatic water system, which is directly connected 
with the soft water tank, and in each case the operation was 
smooth, quiet and efficiente 


SewageDisposal Systems ~ 


Since the writer's last visit on the first of the 
month, the water supply system has been put into operation, 
and the septic tank used for the first timee 


This system is functioning very satisfactorily, and 
will easily take care of the work for which it was designed. 


The disposal beds are caring for the effluent from 
the tank and there is as yet no offensive odour therefrom. 


The soil here is very nearly pure sand and this is, 
course, & very satisfactory condition. 
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Concluding Remarks: - 


About the middle of the present month an expert in 
eleetrical equipment and pumping machinery from the Fairbanks- 
Morse firm at Winnipeg visited the school. 


This gentleman was of considerable assistance to Mr. 
Towers, who was at that time getting his equipment hooked up 
and ready to operate. 


The writer has been informed that this gentleman 
complimented mr. Towers and his chief mechanic upon the ex- 
cellent work and careful installation which had been accom- 
plished. He also stated that everything was satisfactory and 
in first class working ordere 


As it has not been possible for this branch to have 
an engineer resident on the job this comment by an outside 
competent judge is very gratifying, and the writer would sug- 
gest that Mr. Towers be commended for the conscientious and 
thorough manner in which he and his staff have carried out the 
work entrusted to theme

On the 7th inst., I wrote to the Hon. Chas A. Stewart 
with regard to this contract and advised him that Mr. Brown had 
told me that he saw Inspector Hamilton at Regina early in 
October and that Inspector Hamilton told him that everything was 
finished as far as he knew, There has been apparently some 
complaint with regard to the greding of the cement in the basement 
of the sshool, Mr. Brown has made arrangements to have this work 
gone over so there will be no complaint on this ground, Recently Mr. 
Brown has been advised that the heating apparatus is not entirely 
satisfactory and he has taken this matter up with his sub-contractor 
here in Winnipeg who has undertaken to put the work in order. This

We would recommend that the air starter be in- 
stalled at Lloydminster and the price submitted by he Canadian 
Fairbanks-Morse Company accepted. 

In regard to the fire hose which has been recom- 
mended for the protection of the barn, we would in this case re- 
commend that the inexpensive linen hose be purchased &s it is not 
likely it will be used very often and it is thought the rubber 
hose would perish after three or four years’ storage. 


The fourteen soda acid fire extinguishers should 
be purchased as they will act as an additional factor of safety 
in case of fire.

4. Hauling Lumber and camp supplies, Mr. Brown used about 125 

feet of lumber and it cost him $6.00 per thousand for hauling it 

from Onion Lake to the site of the school, This accounts for 

the $750,00,In addition to that, he had to haul all his eamp supplies 

and the sum of $100 would be a very reasonable estimate for this 
additional expense, When Mr. Brown went up to the site of the school 

in September, he found the state of affairs very different from that 
intimated by Mr. Turner in his letter of April llth, and very different 
from that regarding which he had beon advised by the man whom he and the 
Western Steel Products sent up. Mr. Turner's letter is consistent with the 
school being tuilt at Onion Lake itself and quite inconsistent with its 
being built on the present site, 8 miles from Onion Lake, It seems to me 
that Mr. Brown was perfectly justified in assuming that the school was 
gzoing to be built right at Onion Lake and that he ought to be recompensed 
for the additional cost to him due to the erection of the school at the 
present site.

= With regard to the other disputed items in extras: 


1, Balance for verandah extension and stairs to chapel, $301,900, 

This item was authorized by Inspector Hamilton and his statement of $86.54 
takes into eocount only the stairs and does not take into account the 
verandah extension, The item should stand at $501.00 instead of $86.54 


2. Copper for wash tables, 

The plans for wash tables in the basement show that they were to be covered 
with copper but the plans for the wash tables elsewhere do not so specify 
and there is no mention in the specifications of copper covering.

. matter of fact, 211 the water had to be hauled a distance of over 
three-auarters of a mile uphill, and witer was hauled this distance 
right from the commencement of the 4ob until its completion and wages 
were paid at the rate of approximately 45¢ per hour for hauling water. 
r. Brown tells me thet his Estirate of $1400 for this item of expense 
which would not have been necessary if the site had been at Onion Lake 
near the old school, is very conservative, 


3. Difference in costs of grevel, $1200.00, Mr. lurner savs in his 
letter of April llth, 1927 that he does not think that the gravel haul 
will be more than a mile, As a matter of fact, Browm had to haul gr vel 
a distance of about 4 miles instesd of 1 mile. He had considereble 
difficulty in finding grevel and head to open up & pit himself, The cost 
of hauling grevel a distance of & mile would have been about $1.00 per 
‘ard for hauling.

The specifications intimate that for all information 
with reference to the site of the proposed milding, contractors 
should refer to Indian Agent, Mr. Lang Turner, Onion Lake, Sask, 
‘ursuant to this, Mr. Brown commnicsted with Mr. Lang Turner 
and received from him a reply dated April 11th, 1927, copy of which 
is attached to this letter. Mr. Brown also made arrangements with 
the Western Steol Froduets Ltd. to send a man up to Onion Lake in 
order to look over the ground. These arrangements were made in 
“pril, 1927, and the man sent up was told that the site was to he 
right beside the old school at Onion Lake, I am not quite certain 
whom this man sent out under this joint arrangement between Brown 
and the Western Steel Products saw, it may have been the priest 
in charge of the school at Onion lake. At any rate the tender sent 
in by Mr. Brown wis based unon the informtion he obtained from the 
indian Agent as per the enclosed letter and upon the informtion 
he obtained from the man who went up to Onion Leke under the arrangce- 
ment above mentioned.

Wit.. further reference to my memorandum re; arding 
Claim made by Messrs. Brown and Hudson for the moving of the site at 
the Onion Lake School, I beg to <ive you the following facts wh 
have taken from the site file. 


On June 15th, 1926, Commissioner Graham was asked to arrange for the selection 
of a suitable site for the proposed new School. 


On March 30th, 1927, you telegraphed Graham asking what arrangements had 
been made regarding the site. 


On March Slst Graham wired stating that excellent situation for school 
chosen by Inspector and Principal approximately 1} miles north of south-west 
corner of Seesaskooch, good spring, good farming land and a lake, This 
telegram was confirmed in u letter of the same date from Mr. Graham, In 
this letter he further states that Mr. Murison advised him that the Reverend 
Principal had selected the site mentioned. in his telegram some two years 

ago, and it was situated in the best farming land of the reserve. The site 
was to be approximately 4 miles from whtre the present school is located and 
83 miles north of the town of Lloydminster, and the Reverend Principal 
strongly favoured the site. 


On April 6, 1927 Graham was requested to arrange for sui » property

With reference to your memorandum of April loth 
last, tagged on the file, asking for a draft reply for the 
Minister's signature to en applicetion of the Atlae “xploration 
Company Limited, also tagged, for a Water Power Lease covering 
Alexandra and Louise Falis, Hay River, N.W.T., 1 beg to submit 
as follows:- 


General Description. 


These Palle, ae is indicated on the attached map, 
are located upwards of 40 miles from the mouth of Hay river, 
which enters Great Slave lake some 70 or 80 miles west of the 
mouth of the Slave river and 280 miles distant by river and 
lake from Fort Smith. Our engineers made a reconnaissance 
survey of these Falle in the summer of 1921 and estimated that 
under ordinary minimum flow conditions an aggregate of 27,000 
horse power would be available and upwards of 80,000 horse 
gover for six monthe at the two sites, in two developments, 

he engineer reported that the two drops might possibly be 
combined in one development and this, apparently, is what the 
present applicant proposes, 


Use to be mace of Power, 


The Company proposes to transmit tiie power 40 miles 
to certain lead-gino deposits located west of Fine Point on 
Great Slave luke anc use it there for the recovery of the 
metals indicated where probably all the power obtainable will 
be required, 


Other Sources of lower. 


The nearest large source of power other than that 
applied for appears to be that on the Slave river, in the 
fall between Fitugerald end Fort Smith upwards of 100 miles 
distant in a direct line from the mineral deposits. The Slave 
river sites are very large ano would, with the transmission line 
required, probably involve a much larger outlay than the Hay 
river sites.

Scenic Considerations. 


We have on our file copy of a memorandum by Mr. Harkin, 
dated June 20th, 1917, suggesting that eteps be taken to 
preserve these Valle from disfiguration and recommending that 
instructions be issued to reserve the lands in the vicinity from 
homestead or mining entry. This recommendation was apparently 
approved by the then Minister, Hon. Dr. Roche, and acted upon 
by the Land Patents Branch, ‘So far as I am aware no further 
action in the matter has been taken. 


information Furnished. 


The information furnished by the applicant is not 
sufficient under the Dominion Water Power Regulations to permit 
the issue of an Interim License for a power development, but 
it is adequate with the data already secured by our own officers 
to justify the iseue of a Priority Permit. A Priority Permit 
under our Regulations, as you are aware, does not constitute a 
definite concession nor coes it obligate the Department in any 
way to subsequently grant such concession, it merely grants 
the applicant priority in the consideration of his general 
layout plans for a fixed period and thereby affords him 
protection for the time he requires to make surveys anc plans 
and prepare the information required by the Department before 
an Interim License can be considered, 


Recommendation. 


1 beg to recommend, therefore, that the Atlas 
Exploration Company be advised that the information contained 
in their application is insufficient for the consideration of 
the issue of an Interim License for the site, but that the 
Department is prepared to issue a Priority Permit for the period 
of one year in order that the applicant may proceed with its 
surveys and prepare the further information required.

If found defective the 
whole or such part as the engineer may direct must be 
immediately removed from the work and replaced with new 
cement at the contractor's expense. 


Reinforced conerete (which for this purpose is defined as 
all gonerete members in which steel is employed, to take 
certain definite stresses which the concrete itself is 
ineapable of taking) will be mixed in the proportion of 
one part of cement to two parts of fine aggregate and 

four parts of coarse aggregate, measured dry. Each bag of 
cement will be camsidered as one cubic foot and each parrel 
as four cubic feet and the volume of aggregate adjusted 
acoordingly. 


Mass conerete (which for this purpose is defined as all 
conorete members in which all direct stresses are borne 

by the concrete unaided although steel may be employed for 
temperature, shrinkage or other reasons) will be mixed in 
the proportion of one part of cement, two and one half 
parts fine aggregate and five partes of coarse aggregate.

The men had to travel tack both night and morning, 
a distance of eight miles by ha se and wagon, also carting of all the 
material caused much delay and extra expense. We could not sell them for 
money, only succeeded in getting rid of them by trading them for poplar 
wood at a mre fraction of their value. We realized approximately $100.00 
for them in that way, which might be deducted from the $1,800. Otherwise 
coste are quite reasonable and sould not be tullt under the sircumstances 
for any less.

I cannot understand Mr. McLean's remarks on this item. 
There is only one lake in the vicinity near the echool and that is apn- 
roximately half a mile in a stBight line and I presume two hundred and fift 
feet below the school site, tut the wayround to the lake to overcome the 
steep descent is three-quarters of a mile. ‘There is a series of small 
springs approximately 1200 feet fwom the school and from eighty to a hundred 
feet below school level. The stream wes so small that it required about 
five minutes to fill a pail. We considered bullding a reservolr and pumping 
it up but estimted it would cost more than getting it from the lake. To 
verify thls it mst have cost the Department about $8,000.00 to get their 
water supply from this source. 1 know the tenders they reseived were in that 
neighborhood. We tenvered for it ourselves so you see there was no alter- 
native for us but getting the water from the lake. 


IT no. 3. 


There was no gravel pit known tc anybody up there 
nearer than Onion Lake. We were two woeks discovering the pit where we 
Te) ! a af 
obtained the gravel which was on mrivate property and as near four iles 
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as they could measure it with the speedometer on the truck. If they still 
dispute Item No. 2 and No. 3, the Lake will speak for itself aleo the gravel 
pit as both can be seen. (To verify this the Department pald $1.75 for 
gravel from the same pit for the barn). 


There was two hundred and fifty-eight thousand feet 
of lumber in the school; approximately eighty thousand feet was purchased 
in the vicinity of Onion Lake from different parties but al) sunplies for 
camps also other supplies for the school are Included in the $850.00. 
SUMARY s 

The sum of $200.00 has not been mid for copper 
coverings ordered but not specified. Deenening machinery room has only teen 
partially allowed. ‘The Dermartment have Mr. Hudson's sworn declaration for 
the right amount. Extras for electrical work have not been allowed. I think 
1 gave you particulars of this Item. 


Fall amount of labor and material have tean deducted 
whereas only labor should be deducted as material was supplied. Correct 
amount of thie Item should be one-third of Inspector's figures.

I beg to direct your attention particularly 
to conditions with respect to the fire escapes and fire 
protection equipment at the R.C. Residential School, 
Onion Lake Agency. 

FIRE BSCAPES. 

Two very steep iron ladder stairways are 
provided, one for each wing, with access to same from 
each floor. These stairways terminate about 6 ft. from 
the ground and are installed at the front of the building. 
In the event of a fire at night there is grave danger 
that serious casualties might take place. Vhen I last 
visited this schnol in October 1928 I informed the 
“rincipal that the Department regulations called for 
regular fire drill and pointed out the importance of the 
children being trained in thie respect. Upon my recent 
visit I again took up this question and was informed by 

3ister Superior that they were afraid to send the 

iren down the present escapes. They consider them 
very dangerous. Apart from the danger in connection with 
the steep descent, there is the nece: vy jump at the 
bottom. I pointed out that they might make some 
temporary arrangement at the bottom of these stairways 
whereby the children would not have se far to drop to 
reach the ground, and again impressed upon them the 
importance of having regular fire drill.

I would suggest that four pole fire escapes 
be installed, one for each dormitory, egimilar to those 
which were installed at the Bamonton Residential School 
at a cost of $125.00 éach. 

FIRE FIGHTING BQUIPMEIT. 

Since my last visit 4 separate unit has been 
provided exclusively for fire protection purposes. This 
consists of a 25 Horse Power Fairbanks-liorse engine and 
a force pump which has capacity to deliver water st a 
pressure of 150 lba. to the square inch. Only 100 ft. 
of hose has been provided for this unit. The pump house 
is located 25 ft. from the building. The building has @ 
144 ft. frontage, and is 160 ft. from the front to the 
rear, so it is very easily seen that the length of hose 
is inadequate. 

It appears to me this equipment would 
be absolutely useless in its present condition in the 
event of a fire taking place, for the following reasons: 

In the first place, it requires five men 
to start the engine and one man if required with @ pry 
to keep the belt on the pulleys. I am informed that 
shen the engine was installed and tried out it took the 
expert and five men 23 minutes to start it. An 8" belt 
delivers the power from the engine to the pump and is 
not large enough to work the pump to its full capacity 
of 150 lbs. and they reduced the valve to 60 lbs. 
pressure, and when the outfit is in operation it is 
necessary to have @ man with a pry, as I said before, to 
keep the belt in its place. Bither this plant hes not

been properly installed ana thoroughly tested, or it will 
be necessary to have it equipped with a compressed air 
starter. It is very evident, I think, thet an outfit 
requiring five men to start the engine is of very little 
value at an institution of thie kind.

i should have replied earlier to mr. McLean's 
letter of April 18th, enclos ing copy of letter written to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, asking for an opinion with regard to the points of 
controversy between the Department and Messrs. Brow and Hudson. Re- 
ference was made to a letter from Mr. Lang Turner, Indian agent, written 
from Onion Lake, Sask. on April llth, 1927. It reads as follows;

Dear Sir, 

In reply to your enquiry of the Sth instant, 
I beg to inform you that the site for the new school is 
about 50 miles due north of Lloydminster, C.N.Ry., and the 
Saskatchewan River has to be crossed by ferry. The roads 
are usually in good condition excepting in the early spring. 
Water is right on the job, and I do not think the gravel 
haul will be more than a mile. Common bards and dimension 
Can be purchased locally; I will ask the owner of the mill 
towrite you re prices. For the sand and gravel you would 
be expected to mike a small payment to the Indian band funds, 
Bay 25¢ per load.

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r I am guite prepared to admit that the information given 
in Mr. Turner's letter is correct, but the information as given ty him is 
consistent with the school be ing built right at the settlement called Onion 
Lake, but is not consistent with the school being built on its present site. 
Water would be right on the job asd echool were being built near the 
settlement. ‘The gravel haul would,have been more than a mile in that case 
and common boards and dimension lumber could have been purchased there. As 
it turned out, water had to be hauled some distance and gravel had to be 
hsuled a very much longer distance. ™e facts with regard to the length 
of the gravel haul can be readily ascertained since the pit fmm which the 
gravel was hauled is still there. 


May I point out also that Onion Lake is the name given 
to the small settlement which is, I am told, about eight (8) miles from 
the present site. I would also call attention to the terms of the con- 
tract itself, which call for the erection and completion of an Indian 
Residential School at Onion Lake, Sask. - not eight miles from Onion Lake. 


Under the circumstances, it would seem to me that 
Messre. Brown and Hudson have 4 slain for extras in resyect of the add it ional 
expense towhich they were put, as outlined to you in wy letter of June 7th 
to you. 


If thie question has not already been submitted to the 


Department of Justice, I would be glad if this letter could be sent along 
with your letter of April 18th.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 

Further to my letter of the 10th. instant, 
dealing with the matter of fire protection at the Onion Lake 
R.CeIndian Residential School, I beg to say that Mr. Hamilton, 
who was Inspector in Charge of Construction when the two Onion 
Lake schools were erected, was in my office yesterday with regard 
to another matter and I questioned him regarding this fire fighting 
equipment. He informed me that he was familiar with the situation 
and that Mr. Murison's report is absolutely correct. Mr. Hamilton 
saw this plant on the occasion of his last visit to Onion Lake, 
and he states that the engine cannot be started with less than five 
men, and that the Principal told him it took three-quarters of an 
hour to start it under the best of conditions. Vr. Hamilton also 
tells me that the water supply tank which is just outside the 
building and feeds the pressure tank is only 2+ or 3 feet under 
ground, and in order to prevent the water from freezing in the 
winter time they have to keep it stirred by pumping at short 
intervals, and in his opinion they will sooner or later have to 
have this water put down below the frost level. I may say that 
fhe Anglican School at this point has @ first-class system which 
wrks perfectly, when properly handled, although at the present 
time it is out of order through neglect. This system, which is 
quite simple, was devised here in Regina by Mr. Paulin and 
myself, and Mr. Hamilton states that he recommended to the 
Department that it be installed at the Onion Lake Sehool{ *°.) 


I merely write this letter to impress 
upon you the fact that something should be done at once to remedy 
this serious state of affairs, 4s we apparently have no adequate 
fire protection at this school at the present time.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of 


your letter of the 13th. instant regarding fire protection 
equipment at the Onion Lake R.C.School, and I note the 
Department is taking steps to have the Dominion Water Power 
Branch look into this matter. 


With regard to the last paragraph of 
your letter in reference to the installing of pole fire 
escapes, I note you state that in using this type of escape 
accidents have occurred from pupils sliding down the pole 
before the preceding pupil had reached the bottom or left 
the pole at the ground, and also that in extremely cold 
weather in the winter there have been cases where pupils 
leaving hot dormitories have stuck to the metal pole with 
serious injury resulting. I recommended pole fire escapes 
for the reason that the reports I have from our Inspectors, 
in addition to the impressions which I gained through 
personal observation on many occasions led me to believe 
that they were the ideal thing for Indian Schools. I have 
never known of a case where a child had to put its hands 
on the pole when sliding down, so that the danger of injury 
resulting in frosty weather would be negligible. It was 
only within the last five or six days I watched the children 
coming down the poles at the Cowessess School. Thirty 
children came down from the third storey in less than two 
minutes, end not one child was touching the pole with hands 
or feet, as they merely hugged it with their legs and arms. 
There was no confusion at the bottom, and if there had been 
& case where one child lit on top of another it would not 
have been very serious. We have ladder escapes at some 

-of our-

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of our schools, and these, in the opinion of the Inspectors 
and myself, are most dangerous. If a child slips on one 
of these ladders it is liable to be seriously hurt, and as 
some of the ladders are almost perpendicular and in some 
cases even attached right to the wall of the building it 

is pretty difficult for small children to negotiate them. 
The open stair type of escape is just about as bad, as the 
treads on these are not more than six or seven inches wide, 
and to get a lot of children seven or eight years of age 
down these steps is almost an impossibility. Then again, 
on this type of escape it is necessary for the children to 
hold on to an iron hand rail all the way down so that the 
danger in cold weather of having the skin peeled off their 
hands would be much greater than with the pole escapes. 


Your officers here have given a good deal 
of personal consideration to this matter and I think their 
views should be considered. I should like to see the pole 
fire escapes installed, as I think they ate in every way 
the most efficient and the safest means of getting the 
children out of a building in case of fire, but it is, of 
course, for the Department to decide whether poles or 
treads shall be used. I may say that the treads cost four 
or five times as much as the poles, but I am not taking this ind 
consideration in making this report.

I bee to inform the Department that Mr. 
Murigon, hg ing just returned from Onion Lake, reports that 
while at the R.C.School there a man arrived from Winnipeg 
to install a compressed air starter in connection with the 
25 hep. engine which supplies the power at this institution. 


On ¢xamining the engine it was found that 
the cylinder was badly cracked through the neglect of 
Someone, presumably the enrineer in charee of the plant last 
winter, who failed to drain it and it is necessary to supply 
@ new cylinder before the starter can be installed. 


As the matter is urgent I have ordered the 
necessary parts from the Fairbanks Morse Company, and I 
wish to apain direct the attention of the Department to the 
great expense continually being incurred on account of these 
valuable power and lighting plants beine operated by incompet- 
-ent men. The time has arrived when the Department should 
insist that at least one member of the staff at any school 
équipped with a plant to produce electric light and pump 
water, should be competent to operate the plant in a satisfac- 
tory manner. This, I am sure, is not asking too much, and I 
think steps should be taken at once to ensure that at everv 
institution so eqaippes. at least one member of the staff 
can be relied upon to take proper care of the plant.

I beg to enclose herewith a report of an inspection made at 
the various schools in the Onion Lake agency. 


I would draw your attention to the very unsatisfactory 
condition of the plaster on the inside walls of the R.C.8chool, 
and also the paint on the outside. It looks to me as though 
the work had been very defective and there is criticism coming 
to the Inspector who was in charge. It seems too bad that in 
a remote part of the country where it is so difficult to cet 
work done, special care was not taken to see that it was performed 
in @ proper manner. The Department will be called upon now 
to spend a considerable sum of money to put this building in 
repair, although it is practically new. I would also draw 
your attention to the manner in which the Fairbanks-Morse 
Company installed the new 25 H.P. engine at this school. The 
purpose of supplying this engine wae, I understand, to provide 
adequate fire protection. I do not know what the Department's 
arrangements were regarding the installation, but it seems to 
me most unusual that Mr. Rose, while employed as Engineer at 
the echool, should undertake work of this kind, and be paid 
twice for his time. I think the Department should look into 
this matter. We have had trouble in the past with thie large 
engine and it seems to me that our troubles are not ended, 

It i8 so important that we should have fully qualified Engineers 
at these institutions, otherwise we are just smashing, breaking 
and spending money recklessly in repairs. I think the 
Department should take immediate steps and call upon the people 
who agreed to install the engine to see that the wiring is 
properly doge.

With reference to your Register C-4339, which called 
for Air Starting Equipment to be shipped to the Onion Lake R.C. 
Indian Residential School, we are now in receipt of a report from 
Mr. Pedersen, who went to Onion Lake to make this installation,

“When looking over the 25 H.P. Engine No. 707553, I found that 
they had neglected to drain the water or to keep the building 
warm, with the result that the water jacket of the cylinder and 
one elbow in the cooling water line were cracked. As the 
Principal of the school can not order big repairs like these, 

I went to see Mr. Morrison,the Inspector, and he told me this 
matter had to be taken up with Ottawa.

We thank you for your letter of October 15 tRe enclos— 
ing order for repair parts, including a cylinder for the 5 HP. 
type "Y" Engine at the R.C.Indian Boarding School at Onion Lake, 
and our Repair Department are making shipment of these parts. 


It was not our intention to send our man back to Onion 
Lake because, as you will appreciat#, it is rather an expensive 
trip, and the profit on repair parts will not permit of our 
furnishing this service without charge. While our man was at Onion 
Lake, it was not possible for him to complete the installation of 
the ir Compressor, etc., but this work was carried as far as 
possible while he was there,and we believe that your operator has 
sufficient information to enable him to complete this installation 
when the new cylinder has been put on. However, we are rather 
inclined to believe that it might be advisable to have one of our 
representatives at Onion Lake when the new cylinder and piston are 
installed, to make certain that they are correctly put on, and 
that the engine ie operated under no load for a certain period of 
time, until the piston has become properly seated in the cylinder. 


The order for the Compressed Air Starter, which 
included the services of our mechanic, was placed by the Dominion 
Water Power Branch in Calgary with out Calgary Branch, and we, 
therefore, sent to our Calgary Office an extract of the report 
made to us by our Engineer after his visit to Onion Lake. Our 
Vaelgary Branch advise that the Dominion Water Power are no longer 
interested in this particular transaction, and we, therefore, 
attach to thie letter a copy of the letter we wrote to our Calgary 
Branch for your information.

This does not look a very safe arrangement to me, and I 

think that a separate brick chimney should be built for 

the laundry. The brick for this chimney to be frei ghtea 
by the school teams free of cost. They also pointed out 
that they have no drier for clothes, and they expressed 
@ desire to have one. The laundry is equipped with 

four sett tubs, a washing machine and extractor. 

The Sisters also asked that a wash basin 
and toilet be placed on the first floor for their private 
use. There was none provided when the building was 
built. 

The dormitory beds are equipped with 110 
hay ticks. The hay is ch nged once a year. The only 
smell noticeable in the building was the smell from the 
old hay in these ticks, 

They have 170 acres ready for seed this 
Spring; 60 acres of this will be sown to wheat and the 
balance to mixed feed grains. ‘They have 12 milk cows, 
which are pure Ayrshire. They have 1 bull and 6 young 
heifers, 

They raise about 50 hogs each year, but have 
had to cut down on account of having no accommodation for 
them. hey have to keep the hogs in the barn owing to 
lack of room. There ig an item in the Ustimates for a 
piggery for this institution this year. There is also an 
item in the Estimates for a garage, but the Principal 
States that he would rather forego the garage year 
in favour of more room for the live stock. 

Sixteen stalls in their barn, and the Principal states 


that if we could provide a lean-to shed to the barn, it 


would be

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would be more useful to them than a garare, 

They have six work horses and would like to 
get two more to enable them to make up two - four horse 
teams, 

The cottage provided for the Farming 
instructor at this school is a very neat building. It was 
wired for electric lights, but no fixtures were provided 
and 1¢ building was not connected with the system They 
informed me that they could do the work the Department 
would provide the fixtures and wire, which, it is estimated, 
would cost $75.00. 

There is no ice house or r frigerator at 
this school and they have no means of keeping fresh meat 
during the Summer months. As they have to bring their

I am directed to acknowledge your letter of 
the 19th ultimo, with reference to the needs at the 
Onion Lake R. C. Infian Residential School. The per 
capita grant compares favourably with that at other 
schools similarly situated, and 1 regret that no 
imerease can be considered at the present time. I 
am writing to Mr. Commissioner Graham regarding an 
addition to the cow barn. The Department considers 
that the extra team of horses should be provided by 
the school, from the per capita grant or other 
earnings. 


I am also writing to Mr. Graham, concerning 
the need for an ice house, a hog pen and a cold storage 
near the kitchen. I am hopeful that some funds will be 
available for improvements at your school this year, 
but I wish to have Mr. Graham's recommendation before 
giving him authority. 


I regret there are no funds for a sink near 
the commnity room. I am making inquiry regarding the 
need for a drier in the laundry. Mr. Graham is being 
requested to investigate the need for a brick chimney 
in the laundry. In the meantime, the present arrange- 
ment for heating soft water should be discontimed, as 
it appears to be dangerous.

Dear Mir. Graham: 


I have your 309-11 of the 29th ultimo, 
enclosing Mr. Inspector ilurison's report on the 
sehoole in the Onion Leake agency. 


You may arrange to have a door cut 
between the two dormitories on the top floor of 
the Onion Lake R. 6. Residential School. I believe 
this added precaution is wise in these buildings 
that are not fireproof. Six additional fire exting- 
uishers will be ordered by the Department. I have 
noted, for next year's Estimates, the aivisability 
of painting the outside of the main building. 


Please ascertain if some other arrangement 
cannot be made for the heating of soft water for use 
in the laundry. Could not this be done on the kitchen 
range and carried in to the Washing machine? The 
present arrangement appears to be unsafe, and you 
should give immediate instructions that it be discon- 
tinued. I hesitate to guthorize the erection of a 
costly chimney for the laundry, until other alter- 
natives have been earefully considered. There are no 
funds for additional Plumbi fixtures near the 
Sisters' community room nor for two additional wor 
horses. I believe it advisable, however, to arrange 
for the electric lighting of the farm instructor's 
home, and you may authorize it. 


1 am pleased to state that funds will be 
available this year for the erection of an ice house 
and a hog pen at this school. You might let me have 
an estimate of the cost of these two outbuildings. 

It has also been represented to the Department that 
@ cold storage room should be provided near the 
laundry door. Please let me have your recommend - 
ation. You might also coment on the request for a 
drier for the iaundry. If most of these improvements 
are allowed this year, there Will not likely be funds 
for the addition to the barn. In the meantime, you 
might let me have an estimate of the cost of the 
lean-to shed which is requested. 


You will receive separate letters concerning 
the other schools mentioned in Mr. Murison's report.

Let me once more draw your attention to the discrimination now 
existing with regard to our capita grant, 165 instead of 170 dol- 
lars, granted to some other schools which are not giving a better 
service than ours and have not to meet the expenses incurred for 
being far away from the station. 


I hope our demand for these aifferent items will be granted as 
goon a8 possible es every one of them is badly needed.

4n effort was made to carry out these instruc- 
tions esrlier in the yeer, but owing to the river crossing, 
this inspection was postponed till May 8th, 1930. 


ONION LAKE (R.C.) INDIAN SCHOOL. 


Date of inspection. May 8, 


Purpose of Inspection. To ascertain if the new equipment 
which ered last August had been installed, and as to 
whether or not the weter system is working satisfactorily. 


The list of equipment which was forwarded in 
your instructions of October 22nd, was checked over in 
company with the Indian School engineer, and it was found 
that all the new equipment had been installed. 


The engineer complained of the main drive belt 
in the engine house, constantly Jumping off the pump pulley, 
as he stated that every time he started to pump weter, this 
belt flew off. He was therefore unable to let any of the 
students run the plant, and he requested some means of 
maintaining the belt. I was of the ovinion that the belt 
was laced too tightly, and that if it wes slackened a little 
bit, and powdered rosin applied to the driving surface, this 
would solve the difficulty. I em further of the opinion 
that a belt drive guide with weights would effectually 
keep this belt on, at the same time giving the correct 
tension to the belt. 


The pump and the engine appear to be function- 
ing very well, and the engineer had no complaints to make 
about any of the machinery except the engine belt. The 
Sewage disposal plant is working excellently and has given 
no trouble this winter, 


In connection with this visit to the school, 
I would respectfully point out one defect thet was no ted. 
In the lanudry room, there is no means of heating the soft 
water which is collected from the roof, and carried to a 
storage reservoir, so it is collected in pails and carried 
to the laundry room, where it is heated upon a wood stove, 
chimney of said stove being carried into a ventilator shaft 
in lieu of a proper chimney. This constitutes a certain 
hazard and I would recommend that « proper chimney be built 
with an outlet from the roof of the laundry room.

I am attaching for your information two 
copies of Mr. W.G. Stuert's report of an inspection made by 
him on the 8th instant of the water supply end sewerege 
disposal plents at the Onion Lake (R.C.) Indian School, 
Lloydminster, and of the water supply plant at the Church 
of England school in the same locality. 


From Mr. Stuart's report on the Onion Lake 
(R.C.) school you will note that conditions in regard to the 
plant and equipment are satisfactory and everything appears 
to be functioning well. Mr. Stuart's suggestion regarding 
the belt from the engine to the pump will no doubt dispose 
of the difficulty complained of by the engineer. 


In the concluding paragraph of Mr. Stuart's 
report on this school he points out that no satisfactory 
means of heeting soft water in the laundry are available. 

The wood stove now being used, with the pipe carrying into 

@ ventilator shaft, is far from satisfactory and undoubtedly 
\i] creates « fire hazard. I agree with Mr. Stuart's recomnenda~ 
<iition that a prover chimney be built with an outlet from the 

roof of the leundry room. 


With regard to the Church of Kngland school, 
Stuart has recommended thet the pumphouse be enlerged 

as to facilitate operation and also, in order that the 
building may be properly heated during the winter months. 
It is likewise recommended that the intake pipe be extended 
to deep water, which can be obtained by the construction of 
an additional one hundred feet of 2°" pipe. It is also 
recommended that a fine screen filter be placed on the up- 
turn elbow of this intake pipe in order to eliminate 
drawing smell fish into the system. 


The question of a suitable preparation 
to apply to the sunken reservoir, where Mr. Stuart reports 
hair-checking to have started, will be considered md we 
shell advise you concerning this matter at a later date. 


You will note that Mr. Stuart considers 
the engineer in charge to be a capable man and fully 
qualified to undertake the duties involved.

These buildings were erected during the 
school summer holidays, and, although the farm- 
ing instructor did all the freighting he poss- 
ibly could, he could not do very much as haying 
and harvesting operations were also being con- 
ducted at the time.

! I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 23rd. instant No. 115-5-5 with reference 
to an account of $200.00 which has recently been 
submitted to the Department, for freighting of material 
used in the erection of certain buildings at the Onion 
Lake R.C.Indian Residential School. 


In reply I may say that I do not think 
the Department should pay this account, The resident 
Agent made it clear to me that the freighting could 
be done at the school and I believe it could have. been done. I 
do not think the excuse offered by the Principal is a good 
one, and I am of the opinion that he should be called upon 
to pay this $200.00 out of the school earnings. In 
addition to this he should be told that he had no authority 
to incur this expenditure without first taking the matter up 
with the Department or this office, unless he was prepared 
to meet it himself. Had he taken it up with this office 
he would certainly have been told that he would have to 
get the freighting done, and it would have been done, 


I would judge from your letter that the 
Principal has been in communication with you regarding 
this matter. He should have passed any communication 
he had to make through the local Indian Agent, in my
